Navy Selection Study 


The Navy General Board, which is com 
pleting its broad restudy into the Navy 


personnel situation, has under serious 
consideration, it is understood, a proposal 
whereby there will be a complete turnover 
of flag officers every seven years. Under 
the proposal the designation of rear ad- 
mirals to be retired would be left to the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Navy. 

This, it is pointed out, would lessen 
forced attrition in the lower grades and 
stimulate advancement clear through 
from the top to the bottom, 

Attention is called to the fact that by 
regulating the flow of admirals’ retire- 
ments, the Navy will be able to train and 
utilize flag oflicers in the various high 
commands and then retire them at once, 
making way for new officers, instead of 
putting them in smaller commands until 
they reach the statuatory retirement age. 
This system of retirement would also keep 
a constant reserve of well trained and ex- 
perienced flag officers available in time of 
emergency. 

Approximately nine or ten rear ad- 
mirals would be retired from the service 
each year, if the one-seventh retirement 
clause is put into effect. 

The General Board, it is understood,

Navy Building Program 


With the opening of bids this week for 
the construction of nine of the eighteen 
naval vessels of the 1937 fiscal year build- 
ing program attention was again directed 
toward the forthcoming battleship re 
placement construction, initial funds for 
which are provided in the current appro 
priation bill but contingent upon the com 
mencement of capital ship construction 
by other signatories of the London 
Treaty. 

Announcement of the actual authoriza 
tion for laying down the capital ships 
awaits Presidential approval, which in 
turn awaits word from Japan as to the 
size guns they propose to install on the 
vessels for which they are now drawing 
plans. Official word of Great Britain’s 
commencement of battleship construction 
has not been received, but this is only a 
matter of time inasmuch as the decision 
is final in London and there is even popu 
lar discussion as to the naming of the 
vessels,

Better Planes, Faster 


Procurement Foreseen 


By The HON. HARRY H. WOODRING 
The Assistant Secretary of War 


ELIEVING that there is considerable 
interest among civil and military men 

in the matter of procurement of airplanes 
for the Army Air Corps, I wish to out- 
line briefly the progress being made under 


a procurement policy established two 
years ago. 
Prior to 1934 procurement was made 


largely through the medium of negotiated 
contracts under the apparent authority 
of the Air Corps Act of July 2, 1926. 
This type of procurement denied competi- 
tion. I have always felt that competition 
in government purchasing should be ob- 
tained where practicable and with that in 
view I made a study of the entire pro- 
curement situation. It developed that 
The Judge Advocates General of both the 
Army and the Navy were also of the 
opinion that the aircraft act of 1926 re 
quired that quantity procurement of air- 
craft be made by competitive bidding and 
this interpretation of the law was later 
upheld by the Attorney General. © Like- 
wise, the House Committee on Military 
Affairs which investigated War Depart- 
ment procurement methods took the 
stand that the negotiated contract method 
of expenditure of government funds was 
contrary to the national policy and should 
he resorted to only where justified by ex- 
ceptional circumstances. 

As a result, my office, with the assist- 
ance of the Air Corps, and in collabora- 


tion with the House Military Affairs 
Committee, worked out a new procure- 
ment policy which would permit all 


qualified manufacturers to compete for 
the government business and at the same 
time protect the interests of the govern- 
ment. 

Briefly stated, the main provisions of 
this policy follow : Contracts for quantity 
procurement of airplanes are now made 
only as a result of competitive bids sub 
mitted by the industry. The advertise 
ments, when issued to the industry, are 
made on a_ performance-specification 
basis and require each competing manu 
facturer to submit with his bid a sample 
airplane complete and ready to fly. In 
order to give interested manufacturers 
sufficient time in which to design, con 
struct, and submit the sample planes for 
test, we allow from eight to twelve 
months between the time the advertise- 
ments are and the time for the 
opening of bids. Then, the contract is 
awarded on the basis of a predetermined 
method of evaluation which is included 
in the advertisement, and therefore, 
known beforehand by all bidders. But, 
because of the desire to obtain the best 
possible available craft, our method of 
evaluation places a premium upon im 
provement in performance, thereby giv 
ing manufacturers an incentive to pro 
duce their very best. Consequently, the 
award is finally made to the manu 
facturer who produces the highest evalu 
uted plane, Of our advertise 
ments contain certain minimum-perform 
ance requirements which are based upon

the maximum performance of the best 
known plane at the time of issuance of 
the particular advertisement and pro- 
vide that no consideration will be given 
to any plane that does not at least meet 
these requirements. 


Thus, this policy gives full reign to 
the inventive genius and engineering | 


ability of the manufacturer and permits 
the incorporation in the sample to be 
submitted of all worthwhile develop- 
ments which may have occurred almost 
up to the actual date of the opening of 
the bids. It can readily be seen that if 
our advertising were based upon detailed 
specifications and drawings, with no in- 
centive for producing the best possible 
type of plane, we might receive bids 
offiering planes meeting only those 
specifications, and not including therein 
the engineering developments which 
might have taken place since the issuance 
of the advertisements. 

This new policy has another distinct 
advantage which accrues not only to the 
War Department but to industry as well. 
It permits the War Department to make 
contracts for quantity procurement with 
the knowledge that the manufacturer 
has actually demonstrated his ability to 
construct the finest available type of air- 


plane, thereby eliminating the long ser- 
vice test which would be necessary if 


samples were not required. It also helps 
industry in the prevention of unhealthy 
competition by concerns which have not 
demonstrated their ability to produce, and 
which might bid on the basis of a promise 
to perform, 

Purthermore, the elimination of the 
long service test reduces by at least a 
year the elapsed time between the incep- 
tion of a design and delivery of airplanes 
in quantity to troops in the field, and 
eliminates to a great extent past criticism 
to the effect that airplanes are becoming 
obsolescent by the time they reach the 
hands of tactical organizations. 

At the time this new policy was 
effected, I stated that a period of two 
years would have to elapse before a 
reasonable determination could be made 
of its soundness. During its operation

Under the new policy eight hundred and 
forty-nine airplanes have been contracted 
for, and over tive hundred modern air 
planes will be delivered in the present 
culendar year. 


The apparent delay in the delivery of 
these planes arises from the time re- 
quired in connection with the test and 
acceptance of the first airplane under the 
contract. Thereafter delivery is” in 
creased at an accelerated rate. 

I have constantly kept in mind the 
necessity to reduce the time between the 
inception of an airplane design and the 
delivery of planes of such design to the 
tactical units. Toward this end Circular 
Proposals are now issued to the industry 
far in advance of the availability of 
funds in order to permit the awarding of 
contracts as soon as possible after ap 
propriated funds become available. Circu 
lar Proposals for 1937 requirements were 
issued early last January and the con 
tracts therefor will, in all probability, be 
completed before the Ist of January 1987. 
Likewise, plans for the procurement of 
aircraft for the year 1988 have already 
been made and contracts will be con- 
summuated shortly after the funds become 
available on July next. In this way, the 
industry is apprised of the needs of our 
Air Corps at least one full year before 
funds are made available. Also, addi 
tional reduction of time is accomplished 
by submitting the airplane of a successful 
bidder to an “accelerated service test” 
for a period of ninety days with the hope 
that the necessity for Change Orders, 
with their subsequent delays, will be re- 
duced to the minimum. Under the 
present policy quantity deliveries of air- 
craft are now being made for tactical use 
in less than two years from the date of 
advertising, a rate which compares very 
favorably with that of foreign powers. 

The results of the bidding during the 
past year have substantiated the conten- 
tion that our potential sources of supply 
of military aircraft in this country will 
increase rather than decrease under our

Second Army Maneuvers 
Camp Custer, Mich. Twenty-four 
thousand officers and men of the regular 
gmy, national guard and organized re- 
vrves massed on Harbord Hill here at 
3) Thursday morning to witness a 
thrilling two-hour demonstration of mech- 
qized warfare staged by the Ist Cavalry, 
mechanized, under command of Col. 
Bruce Palmer. Harbord Hill is the high- 
est point on the Camp Custer reservation 
and forms a natural vantage point from 
which the troops can see the picture of 
modern fighting power and methods as it 
wfolds below them on the rolling Michi- 
gan terrain. 

This demonstration climaxed two 
weeks’ extensive maneuvers of the Sec- 
od Army under the command of Maj. 
jen. Charles E. Kilbourne. Operations of 
the mechanized force in this mimic war 
ave been watched by military experts 
fom all over the world, and the troops 


arned of the power and speed of 
\merica’s mechanized horsemen. Thurs- 


day's demonstration was their first oppor- 
tity to see the coordinated combat 
yerations of all elements in the regiment 
working as a team. 

Reconnoitering elements of the mech- 
wized regiment, made up of fast armored 
ars carrying four machine guns each, 
made a reconnaissance over the battle 
wea in the initial phase of the attack. 
Theoretically they reported the hill in 
the “enemy’s” hands and the commander 
ud his staff then made a personal recon- 
wissance, after which the attack proper 
wok place. 

The attack was made in a series of 
waves of combat cars which carry three 
caliber and one .5O caliber machine 
guns each. The attack was supported by 
fre from the 101 machine guns of the 
nachine gun troop, transported in motor- 
ed personnel carriers. It also was aided 
ly artillery fire from the 68th field artil- 
lery, mechanized, and the 119th field ar- 
tilery, motorized, under command of Lt. 
Col. A. C. Sandeford. Both are units of 
the mechanized force. There are one bat- 
lery of 75 millimeter howitzers and three 
of 75 millimeter guns in the artillery 
units, 

One assumed operation, and one which 
would be an important part of a real 
mechanized attack, was putting down a 
‘moke screen in the front of the “enemy” 
sition to interfere with the fire of hos- 
ile anti-tank gunners. Because the smoke 
would make it uncomfortable for specta- 
lors this phase of the attack was only 
‘mulated. The mortar platoon brought 
8 weapons into position, but held its 
fire, 

When the exhibition ended the mech- 
‘ized regiment began a two-day march 
o Fort Knox, Ky., its base.

Because of a shortage of vehicles, the 
32nd and 33rd Division trucks were 
pooled. In addition regular army and 
other trucks were obtained. There were 
about 320 in all and in a majority of the 
cases very little mechanical servicing was 
possible before they went on the roads, 

The 33rd (Iilinois) Division made the 


60-mile trip in one morning. Loading 
started about 5:00 A. M. and the last 


of the trucks pulled into Camp Custer 
shortly after 11:00 A. M. A few trucks 
had to make two trips. Two regiments of 
the 333rd, the 122nd and 124th Field Ar- 
tillery, being horse-drawn, made a two- 
day march of the trip to Custer, arriving 
early this afternoon. 

The 32nd (Michigan and Wisconsin) 
Division made its move in a heavy rain 
storm, but made the trip in about a half 
day. The 106th Cavalry, attached to 
the division, marched.

Baggage Shipments 
Pending the printing of changes in AR 
30-960, June 12, 1981, paragraphs 6b and 
16 of those regulations have been changed 
as follows:

the judgment of the Secretary of War, the 
necessities of the case require, he may 
authorize the shipment of the temporary 


change of station allowance of authorized bag- 
gage by railway express service on Govern- 
ment bill of lading (37 Ap.

16. Reimbursement when shipped at per- 
sonal expense not ordinarily authorized. 
The reimbursement of persons who have had 
their authorized baggage shipped at their 
personal expense is not ordinarily authorized. 
If, in an emergency, instances of this kind 
should occur and the Secretary of War finds 
that it was impossible to have the shipment 
made by the Quartermaster Corps, he may 
ratify the shipment and direct reimbursement 
of freight charges to such persons, provided 
that where the temporary change of station 
allowance of authorized baggage was shipped 
by railway express service at the personal 
expense of such persons without prior 
authority of the Secretary of War (par. 6b), 
he may ratify such shipment and direct 
reimbursement of railway express charges to 
such persons if in his judgment the necessi- 
ties of the case required such method of ship- 
ment. (See 37 Op. Atty. Gen. 534). In such 
cases, claims for reimbursement should be 
submitted through military channels and the 
Chief of Finance. 


Pay for Aides 

In accordance with the provisions of 
current legislation, the War Department 
this week announced amendment to AR 
35-1700 so as to permit a major general 
to have not more than three aides of the 
grade of captain or lieutenant and 
brigadier generals to have two aides in 
the grade of lieutenant. 

Clarify Mine Planter Situation 

Announcement was made this week of 
changes in AR 90-150 pertaining to the 
Coast Artillery and the Army Mine 
Planter Service. Under the new regula- 
tions commissioned officers of the Coast 
Artillery and Warrant officers of the 
Mine Planter service will be detailed to 
duty on planters only by the War De-

Final preparations have been completed 
and everything is in readiness for the shot 
that will open the National Rifle anq 
Pistol Matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, 
Monday. 

More than 2,000 leading rifle and pisto] 
shots, representing every section of the 
United States are expected to compete jp 
more than 60 matches as well as for Ng. 
tional Championship honors, according to 
Col. Jay L. Benedict, Inf., USA, Executive 
Officer in charge of the Matches. With 
119 teams already entered as compared 
with 113 and 1935 and 1931, the last two 
years the National Matches were ¢op. 
ducted, all signs point to increased inter. 
est in this important adjunct to National 
Defense. 

The majority of competitors are from 
civil life and only five teams represent 
the Infantry, Engineers, Cavalry, Coast 
Guard and U. 8. Marine Corps of the 
regular armed forces. National Guard 
teams from 48 states have entered as wel! 
as 47 civilian teams. All of the civilian 
components of both the Army and the 
Navy will be represented in addition to 
three American Legion teams. 

The climax of the Matches will be on 
the closing day—Sept. 12—when the Ma- 
rine team will defend its National Rifle 
Team Championship title. 

A special feature of the three week 
program is a Small Arms firing school 
which will be conducted from Aug. 24 to 
29 by Col. Charles H. Bonesteel, USA. 

Over 1,500 contestants are expected to 
be on the firing line for the first important 
calibre 30 rifle match for the Navy Trophy 
and the Coast Guard Trophy, August. 31. 

Among the important historic National 
Trophies in competition is the “Soldier 
of Marathon Trophy” the oldest team 
trophy in existence. It has been fired for 
since 1875. Other historic trophies are the 
Roumanian Trophy presented by Queen 
Marie of Roumania; the Gold Cup pre 
sented by the Minister of War of the 
Chinese Republic, and the Pershing 
Trophy presented by General John J. 
Pershing, General of the Armies of the 
United States. These last three trophies 
were first placed in competition at the 
Inter-Allied Games in Paris in 1919 and 
were won by United States teams at that 
time. 

Members of both the National Board 
for the Promotion of Rifle Practice and 
the National Rifle Association, which 
sponsor many of the matches, left Wasl- 
ington, D. C., for the National Matches 
this week.

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“The peace of a nation does not depend exclusively upon its own will, nor upon 
the beneficent policy of neighboring powers; and that nation which is found totally 
unprepared for the exigencies and dangers of war, although it come without having 
given warning of its approach, is criminally negligent of its honor and its duty.—

THE SERVICES, WHICH SAW THEIR strength dwindle after the World War 
and only begin to rise again under the Administration of President Roosevelt, echoed 
responsively to his description of the results of America’s disarmament efforts which 
he presented in his Chautauqua address, “We cooperated to the bitter end—and it was 
a bitter end,” observed the President. He referred successively to the General Dis- 
armament Conference, the Naval Limitation Conferences, and control of the inter- 
national traffic in arms. For other nations the negotiations proved valuable. They 
deprived the United States of supreme power on the seas, this as a result of the 
Washington Treaty. They caused our abandonment of fortifications in the eastern 
Pacific. They were responsible for failure even to build the Navy to a fixed treaty 
strength, and the same policy caused reduction in the Army and its loss also of 
modern materiel, Today, we are paying the price for this mistaken procedure, this 
belief in disarmament by example, this confidence that a world awake to the horrors 
of war, would discard its weapons and trade in peace and territorial security. Large 
appropriations now are being made for the Army and the Navy and their air branches. 
In view of the hazardous foreign situation, both in Europe and China, more must be 
made in order to put us in a proper posture of defense. Such would not have been 
necessary had the modest sums been granted, which the War and Navy Departments 
year after year urged upon the President and the Congress as necessary for the 
required personnel and materiel. In that case, the fundamentals would have been 
provided, and only modest increases from the Treasury now would be called for. 
We see again the lesson that concessions to pacifism are costly, but whether the 
American people will take it to heart or not is a question. It is worthy of note that 
the people at the moment are displaying general willingness to pay the bill of essential 
defense. This willingness, perhaps, is in part due to the realization which the Presi- 
dent stressed in his speech, that a powerful United States will be able to keep free 
from the danger of being sucked into the whirlpool of war. A realist in foreign affairs, 
Mr. Roosevelt long has appreciated that the words of a President are futile, and even 
provocative, unless the country behind him is prepared. To him is due the fine credit 
of bringing our land, sea and air forces to a strength which, when achieved, is certain 
to augment foreign respect for the United States. We dare to say that as a result of 
what he has done for the Armed forces, Europe and Asia are paying far more atten- 
tion to his warning of American hatred of war than they would have paid had the 
policies of defense weakness been continued. 


NATURALLY, THERE HAS BEEN A FLOOD OF RUMORS rising from the 
Navy Department regarding the changes in the Naval selection system which the 
General Board will recommend. It has been our duty to evaluate them as far as the 
limited opportunities available to us have permitted, We say “limited” because as the 
service knows, the Board is the confidential advisor of the Secretary of the Navy, and 
as such sedulously guards the solutions of the problems which it is directed to study. 
There are some basic facts, however, which establish the devoted purpose of the 
Board to develop the system of promotion so that, as far as is humanly possible, 
injustice will be reduced to a minimum and equity and fairness will rule. Clearly, 
selection with modifications, will continue as the fundamental principle of the Board's 
conclusions, This will be in accordance with the will of the Service itself as revealed 
by the poll we made some months ago. Further it is the one principle which not only 
the members of the Board find necessary in order to develop the high type of officer 
personnel demanded by modern warfare, but which has support in the views of the 
numerous officers orally examined, as well as communications from others, including 
those published in our columns. It is reasonable to expect the Board to entertain 
this conviction. Its able chairman, Rear Admiral Upham and its outstanding two- 
starred members, have passed through the same experiences their juniors are grap- 
pling with, and, in addition, they have exercised the responsibility of command. 
Animated as they are by what is best for the service, they have set aside pre-conceived 
opinions and have sought solutions which will achieve the goal they have in sight— 
the good of the Navy. In view of these facts, the personnel can await with confidence 
the advice which in a few weeks now the Board will offer to Secretary Swanson. It 
will be for a united Navy then to press the relief needed into law. 


WITH THE ESSENTIALS of the service budgets, we believe it unnecessary to 
concern ourselves. General Craig and Admiral Standley and their efficient budget as- 
sistants can be expected to present facts to the Budget Bureau and to the President, 
which will buttress the figures they will present. But there is a matter beyond the 
scope of their power which we desire to impress upon the Executive. It involves proper 
compensation for the personnel of the Services. The increasing cost of living, due to 
the devaluation of the dollar and the drought, is bearing heavily, especially upon the 
junior, warrant, non-commissioned and petty officers. A picayune graft upon these men 
which the government perpretrates, is to require of them duty that calls for the use of 
un automobile, and they have to furnish the automobile and the gas and oil for its pow- 
er. For some years now we have been impressing upon the country the importance of 
financial provision for the Services which will enable contentment, and with content- 
ment that greater efficiency which it produces. We believe this entire matter of com- 
pensation should be considered by the President, and that he should take steps to pave 
the way for a new study by Congress immediately after the beginning of the January 
session. After all the Presidency is a continuing office, and just as it is the duty of the 
incumbent to prepare the budget for the next fiscal year, so it is his duty to recommend 
measures relating to government costs, which will add to government efficiency. We 
are aware that Mr. Roosevelt fully recognizes this responsibility of executive adminis- 
tration, and, therefore, it is with confidence that we appeal to him to advise the 
Congress to make a further examination of Army and Navy pay.

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Foreign Army Maneuvers. Fall 1935 

—(1) The French maneuvers, Sept. 
2.7, 1935. The maneuvers were designed 
to test moturized and mechanized units 
on a large scale, involving division and 
corps organization; the operations, how- 
ever were limited to a narrow corridor 
appr. 25 miles wide and 100 miles long 
(Sezanne-Rheims-Rethel); a total of 
30,000 men participated utilizing 5,500 
motor vehicles including 2,200 tanks. 

The situation called for delaying ac- 
tion by a motorized (red) division, (3d 
Div.) and pressure by a _ motorized 
(Blue) corps, comprising the 3d Mech. 
Div.. the 12th Mot, Div. and an addi- 
tional div. (outlined). Attached avia- 
tion: All divisions were furnished at 
least an observation flight; the umpires 
eventually attached additional aviation ; 
5 Groups Bombers and 2 Groups Pur- 
suit, operating them primarily against 


Blue, 

Red utilized successive river lines, the 
Marne, the Vesle and Aisne requiring or- 
ganized attack, at each point, The tac- 
tical procedure was generally as fol- 
lows: the light mechanized division was 
employed for reconnaissance, security 
and pursuit, merely following the tradi- 
tional function of army (corps) cavalry, 
while the motorized infantry division 
detrucked to launch a decisive, organized 
attack; the mechanized division appar- 
ently could not cope against organized 
defensive position, on defensive terrain 
features; in general, the command con- 
trol and maneuver capacity of larger 
motorized-mechanized units was re- 
varded as satisfactory. However, cer- 
tain observations are pertinent: the VI 
Corps (Blue) required 12 hours to move 
37 miles, including entrucking and de- 
trucking, while the motorized 12th Div. 
required 7 hours to cover a distance of 
27 miles (Prosnes-Attigny). Modern 
Cavalry could have done as well or bet- 
ter and with greater combat readiness 
en-route. It is curious to note that the 
Aviation was unable to locate the 
mechanized division although visibility 
was average. ‘Through dilatory move- 
ments, Red failed to completely destroy 
the crossings over the Marne, a task 
easily within their capabilities ; mobility 
was lacking on both sides; it is possible 
that the columns were road-bound be- 
cause of an excess of caution. (Militar 
Wochenblatt. Nov. 1985-Feb. 1986). 

(2) The British Maneuvers. Sept. 
17/35. The opposing forces consisted of 
the I Corps (Blue): 2 Divs., 1 Cav. 
Brig., 2 Tk. Bns., 4 Sds. A. C., and the 
II Corps (Red: 2 Divs. (less 1 Brig.), 
2 Tk. Bns., 4 Sqs. A. C.; Blue was evi- 
dently stronger in infantry and artillery 
(2 Mot. Bns. F.A.). 

The maneuver resulted in a frontal 
collision of about half the available 
forces, with attempts at flank attacks 
and envelopments by the remainder; 
Blue failed to locate the enemy ac- 
curately and in a flank attack, by its 2d 
Div., was in turn enveloped by the op- 
ponent, Red reconnaissance appeared to 
be superior to Blue. 

The attack of the Blue division con- 
tains certain interesting features, parti- 
cularly as regards the employment of 
tanks; this division comprised 2 experi- 
mental infantry brigades and 2 tank bat- 
talions to be employed as infantry tanks. 
In the initial collision, these tanks were 
held under division control for later 
use; it is doubtful if this attack could 
have succeeded without tanks; the main 
attack was to be made the next. morn- 
ing; certain conflicts developed in the 
requirements for tanks and infantry: 
the infantry wanted a barrage to pre- 
cede them and attack at dawn, the tanks 
wanted to wait for better light and the 
placing of smoke to screen their move- 
ments; apparently different types of 
artillery support were required by in- 
fantry and tanks—one wanted a bar- 
rage, the other smoke; such divergent 
requirements could hardly be met simul- 
taneously; the factors of terrain, visi- 
bility, ete. for each arm were in conflict 
with each other; the conclusion appears 
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justified that it is difficult to combine 


an infantry with a tank attack. (Militar 


Wochenblatt. Dec, 1985). 


Anti-tank Defense: Anti-tank Mines. 

—The conception of “defensive bar- 
riers” through occupation of critical 
points by special defensive units lends 
interest to General Koenigsdorfer’s arti- 
cle on “Kampfwagenabwehr durch 
Minen.” 

The author recommends the more ex- 
tensive use of anti-tank mines; this 
thought is merely a repetition of the pre- 
vious demand for “barriers”; the author 
then determines the extent of mine belts 
on the average division front (13,000 
men); a 7% mile front requires approxi- 
mately 20,000 mines, to be planted by 3 
companies (or 400 men), at the rate of 
50 mines per man; the task of planting 
the mines falls to the engineers; he rec- 
ommends that the division engineers 
maintain 5,000 mines in their combat 
train, that the anti-tank units carry 
appr. 8O mines each and that the balance 
of the total required be carried on a 
special div. mines train. (Militar Wo- 
chenblatt. Aug. 1985). 

Comments: The author’s§ estimates 
are not exaggerated and in a defensive 
position there can be no doubt of the 
need of anti-tank contact mines. The 
British maneuvers in Sept. 1935 demon- 
strated this need as well as the lack of 
adequate amounts of mines; the situa- 
tion called for the rapid advance of one 
division (Blue) while an opposing divi- 
sion (Red) delayed; this division oc- 
cupied a defensive position on a front 
of appr. 6,000 yds. (4 mi.) with only 
48 anti-tank guns; the defense decided 
to utilize mines but found that each bri- 
gade possessed only 400 mines. 


Firing Tests of Machine-Guns and 

Auto-Rifles.—The recent adoption of 
the modified Bren light machine gun, by 
the British Army, as an indication of 
the tendency of modern Armies to seek 
an improved armament for infantry, 
lends interest to the firing tests for that 
class of weapon, conducted by Brazil, in 
1935, in a free competition which in- 
cluded the best-known models now in 
use or manufacture ; the competing types 
included the Colt-Browning (U. S8.), 
Breda (Italy), Hotchkiss (France), 
Vickers-Berthier (G. Brit.) Z. B. Bren 
(Czechoslovakia), Neuhausen K-7 
(Swiss), Lahti (Finland), and the Mad- 
sen (Denmark). The Madsen, competing 
as a unified type, suitable as light—and 
heavy machine gun, appears to have 
proven superior endurance, precision and 
quality over all other models. 

The test comprised two categories: 
A—for light machine-guns (auto-rifles) 
and B—for heavy machine guns. Course 
A consisted of 30 classified tests requir- 
ing a discharge of 17,000 rounds de- 
signed to demonstrate (1) Endurance: 
5,000 rds.; series of fires, 100 rds. per 
minute, at intervals of 8 min., until 3,000 
rds. were consumed; then 1,000 rds. at 2 
min. intervals; then 300 rds. in 3 min- 
utes. (2) Test of air-cooling: 2,000 rds. 
at a rate of 60 rds. per min. without 
artificial cooling. (8) Continuous Fire: 
Series of 500 rds. at a rate of 100 rds. 
per minute with water-cooling device. 
(4) Resistance to weather: A fire of 
2,000 rds.; then the gun was exposed to 
inclement weather for 14 days; then a 
fire of 200 rds. without any previous 
cleaning ; then the gun was cleaned and 
oiled and the remaining 1,800 rds. were 
fired; the last ten rounds, in each thou- 
sand, were fired against targets at 300 
yds. to test accuracy and shot-groups. 


Colt, Breda and Hotchkiss did not 





participate in this category; Vickers- 
Ferthier, Lahti and Neuhausen were un- 


able to complete test (1). Z B. Bren 
completed test (1) but failed in test 
(2); a claim was made that the cart- 


ridges, of Brazilian manufacture, were 
defective; the testing authorities, how- 
ever, had identical cartridges fired by 
the Madsen without difficulties. The 
Madsen alone completed all tests with- 
out deterioration and entirely capable 
of further employment. 

Category B, for heavy machine guns 
comprised the following tests: (1) En- 
durance. Fire of 10,000 rds. at a rate of 
250 rds. per minute. (2) Continuous Fire 
of 10,000 rds. Series of 500 rds. at a rate 
of 250 rds. per minute. (3) Resistance 
to weather. 

The following models participated: 
Colt. (U. S.), Vickers-Maxim (G. Brit), 
Hotchkiss (France), Z. B. Bren (Czecho- 
slovakia) and the Madsen (Denmark). 

Of all competitors only the Colt and 
Madsen remained to complete all tests; 
Colt had a number of stoppages that were 
corrected and the packing of the barrel 
had to be adjusted; the Madsen, aione, 
functioned perfectly. The following re- 
sults give some indication of the su- 
periority of the Madsen and the Colt, 
with some advantage accruing to the 
Madsen, viz:

Comment: If this test is conclusive, 


then the British have not picked a winner 
in the modified Z. B. Bren, which they 
have actually adopted? The American 
Colt compares favorably with the Mad- 
sen. It is likely that this test was not so 
much a competition of materiel and 
technical construction than one of marks- 
manship in which the Danish gunner may 
well have been the better shot? (Revista 
del Hijercito, April 1936). 


Mechanization : Anti-tank Barrier 

Units—The thonght exnressed in 
the article on “L. of C. Troops” reappears 
in a most appropriate study on “Sperr 
Verbinde” i. e. units to operate defensive 
zones or barriers that cannot be crossed 
by hostile motorized or machinzed vehi- 
cles, 

The modern scheme of defense must be 
developed in great depth considering the 
inevitable echelonment of supply estab- 
lishments and may reasonably involve 
the creation of zones or sectors that pre- 
vent penetration by hostile mechanized 
units ; the extent of such zones or sectors, 
of course, will depend on the terrain and 
the available time-and-space factors; the 
measures to be taken may generally 
represent an attempt to block all avenues 
of approach; the location of the barriers 
will probably be dictated by the presence 
of terrain features that are natural obsta- 
cles; these barrier points must be occu- 
pied by anti-tank units with suitable 





reinforcements; such a tactical conem 
tion calls for motorized detachments, yp 
similar to the present organic divigjg, 
reconnaissance detachments but with 
equipment and component units appr 
priate to their primarily defensive yj 
sions. (Militar Wochenblatt. May 1995 

Comments: The strategic advance, 
certain historical campaigns, nota 
those of Napoleon, clearly show tj 
utilization of natural terrain features 
obstacles against hostile flank moy 
ments; with modern mechanized yj 
this strategic need is accentuated; jt j 
questionable if “special units” are 
quired ; the L. of C. commander may 
charged with the task of establighiy 
these “barriers” or the unit comman¢ 
en route may establish them direct) 
through flank-guards moving abreast , 
the main body. 


~ Organization : Line of Communic

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| SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP | 


Service Pay—With indications poiuting clearly to increases in estimates for sub- 
sistance in Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard appropriations for 1938 the 
question again comes sharply to the fore as to what will be done in the matter of 
service pay in view of the continuing upward trend of living costs. It is estimated 
that by next Spring the components of the service rations will advance 20 per cent 
in price. 

This increase is, of course, reflected also in other items that go to make up the 
cost of living. It is admitted now that service pay is out of line with that of employees 
of the other government agencies who have benefitted materially by pay increases 
since the services were stabilized in 1908. Both Secretaries brought the matter to the 
President's attention in their reports last Fall. 

Secretary Swanson pointed out that, “It is still considered, however, that the 
pay of the armed services has not been increased since 1908 on a comparable basis 
with that of the other government services.” In addition, the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation reported that “at the proper time it is the intention to propose and 
urge a readjustment and revision upward in the pay of the Naval Service.” Secretary 
Dern told the President that “In terms of real wages Army officers and enlisted men 
are worse off today than they were 30 years ago. I hope that as soon as the economic 
condition of the country warrants the added expense the Congress will consider an 
upward revision in Army pay schedules.” 

Since these statements were made the situation has been aggravated by increas- 
ing costs and, according to all indications, will continue to grow worse. Meanwhile 
claims that the economic condition of the country is vastly improved and will con- 
tinue to improve would appear to demand that something be done about service pay. 
This upward revision of pay schedules as well as restoration of the long withheld 
reenlistment allowance and the establishment of an automobile allowance for per- 
sonnel using privately owned motor vehicles on gove:nment business should be 
vigorously prosecuted at the coming Congress. 





Rights of Officers on Retirement.—The right of officers of the Navy to have their 
household effects shipped to their homes on being placed on the retired list, has been 
made subject to the proviso that such shipments can originate only at one point. 
A decision to this effect has recently been rendered by the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts in the case of a retired oflicer of the Navy whose household effects were in 
storage in two different cities. 

On the request of the officer concerned, addressed to the Supply Officer in the 
cities in question, both shipments were made. The oflicer was not advised by either 
of the Supply Officers that but one shipment was authorized under the law as ex- 
ecuted by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 

In consequence of this, the pay accounts of the officer were ordered to be checked 
in the amount of the cost of the greater of the two shipments. The checkage order 
emanated from the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 

Under this decision, every retired officer whose household effects were in use 
or in storage in more than one place at the time of his retirement, must assume 
the cost of making all shipments in excess of one. This is not believed to have been 
the intent of Congress at the time the law in question was enacted. On the con- 
trary, Congress is thought to have been aware of the fact that many oflicers of the 
Navy, due to the exigencies of the service, are required to store portions of their 
household effects, in more than one place. The purpose of the law is believed to have 
been meant to enable officers, on retirement, to ship all, not a part, of their household 
effects to their permanent home. 

It is thought that the restricted application of the law in question may be made 
the subject of a test case in the Court of Claims. 

It has been pointed out, that under the existing interpretation of the law, an 
officer whose household effects are in use or in storage, in Boston, Mass. and in 
Shanghai, at the time of his retirement, may be compelled to go to great expense 
in order to assemble all his effects at his permanent home in California.

New Air Field “Crash” Truck.—A new “crash type 100” fire truck recently receiyeg 
at Scott Field will be put into service in a few days. It was designed especially for 
extinguishing liquid (gasoline and oil) and electrical fires. The new truck will he 
especially useful at an aircraft crash or other emergency which may occur at a dig. 
tance from a water supply, as it has a 500-gallon water tank. 

The 24%-ton fire truck is equipped with American La France equipment and hag 
ten wheels to afford more certain traction on muddy fields. It is known as a triple 
combination apparatus, the name derived from the fact that it has three separate 
hose lines which can be used singly or all at the same time. Each hose is coileg 
on a reel and is connected at its base end to its particular fire fighting agent. The 
three agents used with these hose are water, carbon dioxide and foamite. 

The truck is especially useful for extinguishing fires which are at a distance from 
a water supply. The water storage tank of 500 gallon capacity is unusually large, 
Water is not sufficiently effective for liquid and electrical fires. For a liquid fire of 
burning oil or gasoline, foamite is particularly effective. The truck carries 550 pounds 
of fine, gray foamite powder sealed in large cans. A foamite generator is mounted 
on the side of the truck. 

For fighting large electrical fires carbon dioxide in liquid form is used. This 
chemical is stored in four 50-pound tanks under high pressure. These tanks are 
connected, two in a series, to a valve with one-inch hose attached. Another agent for 
extinguishing fire is carbon tetrachloride, available in portable hand extinguishers, 
This chemical is especially useful for small liquid and electrical fires. 


Save Presidio Golf Course.—The officers of the Army and their families will leary 
with satisfaction and no little relief, that the golf course at the historic Presidio ig 
to remain unmarred. There is to be no automobile highway constructed across it as 
proposed by the engineers of the new Golden Gate Bridge, to provide the approach 
to and exit from the bridge. The final agreement has just been approved by the War 
Department. 

The Presidio itself, which lies athwart the San Francisco anchorage of the 
bridge, and the city, must be crossed by all south bound traflic passing over the 
bridge. The route to be followed by this traffic has been a major matter of disagree- 
ment, since the bridge was first proposed. The Army insisted that the route should not 
be laid out to pass through the golf course, but that it must pass under it, by means 
of a tunnel. This solution was opposed by the directors of the bridge. The final agree. 
ment includes the construction of a surface highway from the southerly boundary 
of the Presidio to the head of Mountain Lake; a tunnel highway under the Presidio 
golf course to the woods at the southwest corner of the U. S. National Cemetery, 
near Crissey Field. The tunnel will be more than a quarter of a mile in length. 


Replace Filipino Messmen.—The replacement of Filipinos in all branches of the 
Navy as fast as they make voluntary application for transfer to the Fleet Naval 
Reserve, is being accomplished by the enlistment of negroes for duty in the mess- 
man branch on board ships and at shore stations. This replacement program was 
brought about as the result of the provisions of the Act that granted provisional 
independence to the Philippines and set up the government of the Philippine Com- 
monwealth. This legislation which became effective on July 1, 1935, made it manda- 
tory for the Navy Department to suspend the first enlistments of Filipinos and to 
fill existing vacancies in the messman branch. 

Under present regulations of the Department, Filipinos, serving under continuous 
service, may be reenlisted in the Navy. When they are discharged for reasons other 
than honorable, and when they transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve, their places 
are taken by first enlistment negroes. 

Subject to these regulations, the attrition of Filipinos in the Navy has totaled 
1,330 in the period June 30, 1933 to June 30, 1936. Of this number, nearly half 
were finally discharged in the fiscal year 1935. 

On June 30, 1933, there were 3,925 Filipinos in the Navy, or close to 5% of 
the total enlisted strength. Three years later this number had been reduced to 2,595. 

An analysis of the losses of Filipinos from all causes in the past three years, 
indicates that in less than six years, there will be no Filipino enlisted men in the 
Navy. Thus will come to an end, a service that was inaugurated nearly thirty years 
ago with the enlistment of native Filipinos in the messman branch and as musicians. 
Some of the battleships, the Georgia for example, had all-Filipino bands as late 
as 1915. As time went on, Filipinos became qualified for almost all naval ratings. The 
new destroyer Rizal, after the War, was originally manned by an all-Filipino crew. 


Fairbanks May Get Air Base.—Well informed opinion in Alaska seems to have come 
to the conclusion that the Fairbanks district is certain to be selected as the site of 
the Army air base, the establishment of which has been the subject of study and 
consideration by the War Department for several months. 

In pursuance of this proposed project, three oflicers of the Army were ordered 
to Alaska six weeks ago bearing instructions to examine all available sites for a0 
air base and to report their recommendations to the Department. These officers are 
Lt. Col. Wilmot A. Danielson, Maj. Otto G. Trunk, and Maj. Albro L. Parsons. They 
passed through Seward, Alaska, the last week in July, enroute to Fairbanks, with 4 
short stop over at Palmer, resettlement project in Mantanuska Valley. 

Seward newspaper men saw fit to construe the remarks of Colonel Danielson 
to mean, that in his opinion, Fairbanks would receive the prized selection because of 
the natural advantages of the district, as compared to those claimed for such places 
as Juneau, Anchorage, Seward, Cordova, Valdez and Ketchikan. 

Colonel Danielson told his interviewers that the recommendations of the board 
of which he is senior member, will go to the War Department through official chat 
nels, after which, he believed Congress will appropriate funds for building the base. 
This will consist of landing fields, shops, hangars, fuel tanks, and bomb proof amml- 
nition depots. The last Congress authorized but did not appropriate for a neW 
Army air base in Alaska. 


Navy Ship Construction Progress—Two 1850 ton destroyers—the Porter and Mof 
fett—are due for completion this month, while three 1500 ton destroyers—the Mahal, 
Drayton and Flusser—are due for completion next month along with the gunboat 
Charleston. The destroyer Moffett is due for completion Aug. 25; the Porter, Aug. 28; 
the Mahan and Cummings, Sept. 1, and the Flusser, Sept. 5; and the Charleston, 
Sept. 15, 1936.

Anti-Aireraft Defense Interests President.—Kncouragement for the ultimate fruition 
of the Army’s rearmament program may be derived from the President’s evidently 
favorable reaction to the demonstration of the 62nd Coast Artillery’s three-inch anti- 
iircraft batteries given at Hyde Park last Monday. “They are grand,” the Com- 
nander-in-Chief said, “I wish we had more of them.” It is gratifying that the Presi- 
dent is pleased with the progress and it is to be hoped that his approval will be re- 
fected in the budget estimates, in the matter of the entire rearmament program as 
well as in the splendid anti-aircraft weapons developed by the service. 

At present, the 62nd is the only regiment completely equipped with these modern 
latteries. While the discussion and admiration at the demonstration seemed to center 
jrincipally around the guns themselves the service knows that while these guns are 
umirable weapons it is the almost human director that gives them their value. 
And it is the director, too, which is costly and takes a long time to produce. The 
director is a delicate and intricate device embodying the finest and most accurate 
work of the optical industry and computing machinery in order to achieve its task of 
wathering the firing data and transmitting it to the guns. They can not be improvised, 
their manufacture taking as long as two years. 

Current appropriations look toward the equipping of another regiment with 
these new guns and directors, but how long it will be before sufficient can be acquired 
lo adequately provide all vital centers with this sort of protection depends entirely 
ipon the President and Congress. 


Aireraft Performance and Costs.—Increases in the cost of labor and material as 
well as new and increased taxes are contributing to increases in the cost of Army 
direraft as well as naval vessels. However, increased demands for performance of the 
tirplanes is considered a greater factor. The assistant secretary of war's office evalu- 
ites each bid thoroughly for price as well as performance and it is known that they 
will not accept bids out of line with current cost trends. As a matter of fact, it is 
understood that recently bids were opened for Army transport planes on which only 
one firm submitted estimates and that these estimates were about SO per cent greater 
than those for similar models last year. The Assistant Secretary of War, it is under- 
stood, rejected the bids and plans to purchase none of them until the price comes 
hearer to what they consider reasonable. 

In the matter of performance great strides are under way, it is said. It is also 
pointed out that as the direct result of the vast progress made in the speed and pay 
load carrying capacity of Army bombers commercial aviation firms are planning 
0 build cargo carrying planes, utilizing the Army developed methods, capable of 
tarrying loads far in excess of anything heretofore practicable,

recently destroyed by machine gun fire. The plane, having outlived its usefulness, 

been pronounced unfit for flying. Permission was secured from the Material 
Division to dispose of the plane in this way so that the effectiveness or raking machine 
sun fire against an area target and against light material might be determined. 

The Army Air Corps News Bulletin described the plane’s destruction as follows: 

“Each fuel tank of the airplane contained approximately 60 gallons of gasoline, 
and the engines were started and left turning up at 1,000 rpm while three missions 
Were fired. When approximately 100 rounds from each gun had been fired upon the 
third mission, fire was seen to break out in front of the left motor, spreading rapidly 
until the ship was a mass of twisted and molten metal. The results of the firing, 
Which had been observed from dugouts made for this occasion, led to the following 
Conclusions : ¥ 
th “1. That an area seventy yards wide is a proper target for a three-ship element ; 
iat the length of such area depends upon the speed of the airplane and the capabili- 
les of the gun. 
“2. That sweeping fire over an area is effective against material within the area. 
and 3. That machine gun fire is an effective agent against airplanes on the ground 
to j Will immobilize an outfit until all airplanes can be carefully inspected for damage 
Interior structures.”

President Roosevelt this week wit- 
nessed an impromptu demonstration of 
the most medern anti-aircraft weapon, a 
gun capable of firing 25 three-inch shells 
per minute, at his summer home at Hyde 
Park, N. Y. 

Although the gun was not fired because 
of danger to the surrounding country, a 
crew of the 62nd Coast Artillery manned 
the gun and aimed it at imaginary enemy 
planes within three minutes, while Col. 
Frank K. Fergusson, CA, USA, Com- 
mander of the 62nd Regiment, U. 8. Coast 
Artillery, explained the operation to the 
President. 

Witnessing the operation President 
Roosevelt said: “This is the first time I 
have ever seen one of these guns. They 
are grand. I wish we had more of them.” 

“Well,” Colonel Fergusson replied, 
“these are the first teeth we have to show 
an enemy invading us.” 

Colonel Fergusson told the President as 
he watched the demonstration that the 
gun had a theoretical efficiency of 21 per 
cent; that it should be able to destroy 
six airplanes a minute, or, if operated 
in batteries of four, 24 per minute, 

“It seems that I haven't noticed that 
they have brought down any airplanes at 
all in the fighting in Spain,” the Presi- 
dent stated. 

“That is because they haven't got any 
of these modern guns,” Colonel Fergusson 
answered, 

The 62nd Regiment is the only Coast 
Artillery regiment in the Army entirely 
equipped with the new 3-in anti-aircraft 
guns. The regiment is bused at Ft. Tot- 
ten, L. L, but is going to Ft. Ontario, 
Oswego, N. Y., to hold target practice. 

The regiment, with a complement of 27 
officers and 864 enlisted men, moved 
northward in 128 motor vehicles ranging 
from motorcycles to the heaviest trucks 
designed to transport its armament 

Kight anti-aircraft guns of the type 
demonstrated to the President, 16 .50 
caliber machine guns, 16 .30 caliber ma- 
chine guns, eight searchlights of 900,000,- 
OOO cundlepower each, and eight sound 
locators were included in the equipment 
moved to the firing ground. 

In her newspaper colunm syndicated 
by the United Feature Syndicate, Ine., 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt told of the 
demonstration as follows: 

“We all went out to the main highway 
this morning to see the 62nd Coast Artil- 
lery, USA, go by. Colonel Fergusson had 
one of the anti-aireraft guns driven into 
our big field, and the men unlimbered and 
showed us how it was operated. The day 


was hot, the sun was full upon them, 
and I didn't blame the boy I heard 
murmuring under his breath, ‘Gee, it 


would be us!’ 

“The President, however, was very 
much interested in seeing all the latest 
developments, and the children wanted to 
know what everything was for. I realized 


my own terrific ignorance when some 
things went by which looked like inverted 
speakers and I discovered they were 


listening devices. 

“At last all the excitement was over, 
the State Trooper had succeeded in keep- 
ing the traffic going and preventing acci 
dents in spite of the regiment's rolling 
by. Passing cars noticed the President's 
car parked, and as they discovered him 
would slow up to wave, or go by looking 
annoyed because they could not under- 
stand why the traffic was being held up.”

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or (b) a preponderance of fire through 
absolute neutralization. An alternative 
way of approaching this problem is to 
seek a solution by tactical rather than 
material means; there are more ways of 
achieving the ultimate object of war than 
by assaulting positions. Every attack, for 
the man who carriers a bayonet, is a 
frontal attack; the problem of the local 
commander is to place Private Jones on 
his objective alive and not dead. Today, a 
mass attack may spell “massacre,” but 
attacks under cover of darkness, artificial 
or natural, have potentialities. Obscurity 
is a strong antidote to the defensive ma- 
chine guns and may prove a better pro- 
tection than armour in the long run; its 
risks are mainly those of confusion; they 
are certainly less than those of annihila- 
tion by automatic weapons with clear 
fields of fire. The use of smoke or dark- 
ness, however, requires judicious adapta- 
tion to the type of troops and a recog- 
nition of its limits. The World War “at- 
tack at dawn” became stereotyped and 
thereby lost the benefits of surprise. Dark- 
ness is a better cloak than artificial fog 
for attacking infantry but night has the 
disadvantage of limiting the effective 
depth of the attack; exploitation must 
wait for daylight. Infiltration appears to 
demand certain conditions — cover 
through woods, villages and irregular 
ground. It is bound to be slow, since infan- 
try on foot plays the chief role ; the secret 
of success may lie somewhere between 
maneuver and movement by night, fol- 
lowed by attack, under smoke, either in 
the early morning or in the evening.

Vice Admiral Yoshida and his party 
called on the Acting Secretary of State, 
the Acting Secretary of Navy and the 
District of Columbia Commissioners 
Wednesday, Aug. 19. 

Admiral William H. Standley, Acting 
Secretary of the Navy, addressed the 
Japanese Midshipmen at the east end of 
the Lincoln Memorial reflecting pool 
Wednesday morning. He told the visit- 
ing Japanese that he not only welcomed 
them as Acting Secretary of the Navy 
but “in the light of a friend, one who 
looks with a friendly and sympathetic 
attitude toward the great progress your 
countrymen have made since your doors 
were opened to the world by the visit of 
Admiral Perry in 1853.” 


Admiral Standley explained President 
Roosevelt's absence from the nation’s 
eapitol and said that it prevented him 
from greeting them in person. He asked 
the Japanese to take back “a message 
of friendship to your own people at home” 
from the American people.

Standley's speech to the visiting Japanese 
Training Squadron: 
“Vice Admiral 

Midshipmen : 

“It is not to make an address that I am 
here this morning but to extend a welcome 
to you. On a previous visit of a Japanese 
Training Squadron the Midshipmen were 
welcomed by the then President, Mr 
Hoover, on the White House Lawn. Onur 
President, Mr. Franklin D. Roosevelt, js 
out of the city and has asked me to ex. 
tend his regrets that he is not here to 
greet you in person. 

“It is not only as Acting Secretary of 
the Navy that I welcome you, but I stand 
before you in the light of a friend, one 
who has not only many personal friends 
among the Japanese Naval Officers, but 
who also looks with a friendly and sym-

pathetic attitude toward the — great 
progress your countrymen have made 


since your doors were opened to the world 
by the visit of Admiral Perry to Yeddo 
Bay in 1853. 

“It is gratifying to meet here today the 
future officers of the Japanese Navy, and 
as I gaze down upon your upturned faces 
I see in many of them the counterpart of 
my friend and classmate Motohico Taka- 
saki. Takasaki was appointed to the 
Naval Academy in 1891 and was with us 
only three years as he left early in 18% 
to return home and take up his shield in 
the Chino-Japanese war. In these three 
years, however, he had endeared himself 
to all of us. Shy and reserved in the 
beginning he was, but the direct simplicity 
of youth soon broke through the wall of 
mutual suspicion and doubt and Taka- 
saki came to know and appreciate our 
friendship, and we came to know and love 
him for the grand character that he was, 
and it was through this friendship that 
during the years of 1895-97 while doing 
duty in the Olympia in the Far East I 
came to know the warm heart of the 
Japanese people. Takasaki was killed be- 
fore Port Arthur early in the Russo- 
Japanese War. He is gone but his 
memory is still fresh with his American 
classmates. It is the same with those 
other Japanese officers who have attended 
our Naval Academy: Matsumura, Katsu, 
Kunitomo, Serata, Uriu, Inouye and 
Tamua, and in every case friendships 
formed then have been treasured and last- 
ing. So it pleases me to welcome you here 
today. 

“I have had reports of your visits on 
the West Coast. I have noted the friendly 
feeling and hospitable manner in which 
you have been received by our people 
every place you have been—Admiral 
Craven at Seattle, Admiral Campbell at 
San Francisco, and Admiral! Cluverius at 
San Pedro—all have made these reports, 
and I am sure that this same attitude will 
be evidenced in the East Coast, and in 
this manner I would have each and every 
one of you representing a message of 
friendship from the American people to 
your own people at home. In these visits 
of goodwill and contacts do I see the 
breaking down of the barrier of doubt 
and suspicion which is gradually coming 
between our two peoples, and specifically 
I want you to take my personal greetings 
to my many friends in Japan and particu- 
larly to your own Chief, my good friend, 
Admiral Nagano.”

Regarding the death at Governors 
Island, N. Y., Aug. 12, 1936, of Brig. Gen. 
Marcus I. Cronin, USA-Ret., General 
Malin Craig, Chief of Staff, has written 
to General Cronin’s brother-in-law, Col. 
J. R. R. Hannay, QMC, USA, as follows: 


My dear Colonel Hannay: 

In connection with my telegram of August 
12, 1936, conveying to you our sympathy in 
the death of your brother-in-law, Brigadier 
General Marcus D. Cronin, United States 
Army, Retired, I am sending you a brief 
statement of his long and faithful service in 
the Army. 

Entering the service as a cadet, United 
States Militay Academy, July 1, 1883, General 
Cronin graduated and was appointed a second 
lieutenant, 20th Infantry, June 12, 1887. He 
advanced through the grades to that of colonel 
on May 15, 1917, and was retired from active 
service, August 20, 1926, at his own request 
after more than forty-three years’ service. 
He held the ranks of major, lieutenant colonel, 
and colonel in the Volunteer forces from Au 
gust 1, 1899 to April 17, 1901, and during the 
World War emergency served as a brigadier 
general, National Army, from August 5, 1917 
to February 6, 1919. He was advanced to the 
grade of brigadier general on the retired list, 
June 21, 1930, in accordance with the pro 
Visions of an Act of Congress approved on 
that date. 

He was a member of the General Staff Corps 
from November 20, 1908 to April 22, 1910; and 
was a graduate of the Army War College in 
1911. 

During his long military career of more 
than forty-three years’ active service, General 
Cronin had many important asignments both 
within and beyond the continental limits of 
the United States. He was on duty in Cuba 
during the Spanish-American War, partici 
pating with his regiment, the 25th Infantry, 
in the battle of El Caney and subsequent 
operations around Santiago during July 1898. 
During the Philippine Insurrection he was 
in the Philippine Islands on duty as Acting 








Inspector General, 7th Brigade, Ist Division, 


Sth Army Corps, and later in command of a 
battalion of the 33rd Volunteer Infantry, and 
participated in numerous engagements 
against the insurgents. He was again on duty 
in the Philippines from September 1907 to 
January 1908, and from December 1912 to May 
1917, being detailed from January 1, 1915 to 
May 14, 1917, as Assistant Chief, Philippine 
Constabulary, at Manila. During the World 
War, he served in France from May 1918 to 
January 1919, in command of the 168rd In- 
fantry Brigade in the Toul and the Marbache 
Sectors, and the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Ar- 
gonne Offensives; and for a short period in 
command of the 173rd Infantry Brigade. 
His assignments in this country included, in 
addition to duty with troops of his arm and 
short periods of recruiting service, duty as 


Instructor, Department of Modern Languages, 
at the United States Military Academy; as a 
member of the War Department General Staff 
at Washington, D. C.; student at the Army 
War College; command of the 163rd Infantry 
Brigade prior to his departure with that or- 
ganization for overseas ; command of the Gen- 
eral Intermediate Depot at Boston, Massachu- 
setts; Instructor National Guard of Massa- 
chusetts; and duty with the Organized Re- 
serves of the 3rd Corps Area. 

General Cronin was awarded the Silver Star 
with Oak Leaf Cluster with the folowing 
citations: 

“For gallantry in action against Spanish 
forces at the battle of El Caney, Cuba, July 
1, 1898.” 

“For gallantry in action in the pursuit of 
superior forces of the enemy under the insur- 
gent General Tinio in Northern Luzon, Philip- 
pine Islands, December 4 to 18, 1899, through 


a most dangerous and difficult country, 
through hardships and exposure, thereby 
forcing the enemy to liberate twenty-two 


American prisoners held by him, December 
18, 1899.” 

He was awarded the Purple Heart on ac- 
count of the award to him of a Meritorious 
Service Citation Certificate for service in com- 
mand of the 168rd Infantry Brigade, while 
serving as a brigadier general. 

He was commended by the Governor-Gen- 
eral of the Philippine Islands for his per- 
formance of his duties as Assistant Chief of 
the Philippine Constabulary, from January 
1, 1915 to May 14, 1917. 

General Cronin was a capable and efficient 
officer of high mental attainments and a pleas- 
ing personality. Loyal, conscientious, and 
keenly interested in his profession, he dis- 
charged the many responsibilities entrusted 
to him with excellent judgment and success, 
and won the respect and esteem of those 
with whom he came in contact, His death is 
deeply regretted.

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Naval Reserve Policies 

Pursuant to the Bureau of Navigation 
letter sent out last month seeking the 
reaction of district commanders and 
leading reserve officers to the provosed 
draft of a Naval Reserve Bill the United 
States Naval Reserve Officers Association 
has written a letter to its membership 
requesting thorough study of the measure, 
pointing out that it does not incorporate 
four important provisions endorsed by 
the Association, and asking that copies 
of reports on the bill be sent to the 
Association, 


Extracts from the letter follow: 

Concern has been expressed lest many offi- 
cers will merely regard this review of the 
Bureau's draft of bill as a task to be hur- 
riedly accomplished, with the result that they 
might be inclined to unqualifiedly approve 
the bill as a sort of vote of confidence in 
the Bureau. Such a reaction might untn- 
tentionally have the effect of discrediting the 
representations of the Association at Wash- 
ington and of defeating the intentions of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee in their 
obvious purpose of obtaining testimony 
directly from the Reserve, insofar as practi- 
cable, by their invitation to the Association 
that we submit to them the ideas of our 
membership as to desirable features to be 
included in Reserve legislation. It therefore 
seems proper to invite the attention of our 
members to this situation so that they will 
not unwittingly compromise the efforts of 
the Naval Affairs Committee in our behalf. 
We have seen a number of occasions when 
the Reserve was subjected to excessive dis- 
proportionate curtailments in times of 
economy and the Association has repeatedly 
appealed for some legislative protection, in- 
suring more equitable administration, so it 
seems in order to exercise due caution at 
this time to avoid “walking back the cat” in 
our presentation to Congress, when they are 
disposed to give us a better legislative back- 
ground. 

The Bureau's new draft of Law includes 
several of the features developed in the hear- 
ings on this subject by Congressman John J. 
Delaney and his colleagues on the Naval 
Affairs Sub-Committee, which were later 
given effect in the Bills H. R. 11681 and 2, 
introduced in Congress last March by Con- 
gressman Melvin J. Maas. This Bureau draft 
also excludes some features of the 1935 draft 
of law which were found objectionable by our 
members. It is well to recall, however, that 
our Association bas repeatedly advocated an 
administrative set-up which would give the 
Reserve some reasonable voice in the im- 
portant decisions affecting it. In connection 
with this the Association has sponsored 
legislative objectives, aptly summarized in 
paragraphs 14 and 15 of the “estimate” of 
our Committee on Naval Reserve Law, which 
was unanimously approved by our January, 
1936, Convention, and thereupon presented to 
the Naval Affairs Sub-Committee, Hon, John 
J. Delaney, Chairman, This “estimate” was 
printed on page 2088 of the Sub-Committee’s 
Hearings No. 471, which are obtainable on 
request to your Congressman, Effect was 
further given to these objectives in the Maas 
Bills above mentioned which, among other 
provisions, proposed to establish: 

(a) An additional Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, in charge, under direction of the 
Secretary, of administration of the Reserve 
(See. 12); 

(b) A Bureau of the Naval Reserve under 
the Secretary of the Navy (Sec. 14); 

(c) A Naval Reserve Policy Board, half 
to be Navy and half to be Reserves (Sec. 
21); 

(d) All other Courts and Boards dealing 
with Reserve matters and not specifically 
provided for, to consist of equal members 
of Regulars and Reserves (Sec. 22). 

The Bureau's draft of bill does not include 
any of these four provisions. 

These Maas Bills have received widespread 
approval from our members, indicating that 
they regard the above-mentioned features, 
and other provisions in same, as generally 
sound and calculated to promote the best in- 
terests of National Defense. It is understood 
that the Naval Affairs Sub-Committee ex- 
pects the Navy Department and our Associa- 
tion to comment paragraph by paragraph on 
the Maas Bills. If we desire that Congress 
consider our legislative objectives, as brought 
out by Congressman Delaney and the mem- 
bers of his Committee, and as given effect in 
the bills introduced by Congressman Maas, 
our members should exercise great care at 
this time to avoid compromising such con- 
sideration by any seeming disavowal of the 
presentation already made, or to confuse the 
paragraph by paragraph comment above men- 
tioned. The members of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, well knowing that the Constitu- 
tion gives to Congress the power to make rules 
for the government and regulation of the Land 
and Naval forces, have indicated that they de- 
sire us to present our views freely and frank- 
ly, so that they may be in position to intelli- 
gently make their decision as to the condi- 
tions to be included in a new Naval Reserve 





Law. These gentlemen of the Naval Affairs 
Committee have had long experience with 


Naval legislation, but they will not be able to | 
give adequate consideration to our ideas if | 
our members contradict our presentation in | 


replying to the Bureau of Navigation or 
weaken our objectives in any other way. The 
Bureau solicits a free expression of Reserve 


officers’ ideas and these will presumably be | 


considered on their merits. If you agree with 
the principles set forth in the Maas Bills, the 
Bureau has, in effect, asked you to say so.

Gen. William K, Naylor, 
boasts the largest 1936 Citizens’ Military 
Training Camp in the United States. 

All ©. M. T. ©. candidates in the entire 
Fifth Corps Area, comprising the states 
of Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky and West 
Virginia, are trained annually at the 
post, while in all other corps areas the 
training is conducted at various posts 
throughout the corps. 

Approximately 4,000 candidates were 
trained at Ft. Harrison during the 
months of July and August. 

The July camp, commanded by Lt. Col. 
Walter Moore, 11th Inf., had an enroll- 
ment of 1,911 candidates and the August 
camp, commanded by Col. George V. 
Strong had a total of 2,034 candidates. 

While the capacity of the camp is 
limited to approximately 2,000 candidates, 
it is believed that the permanent C. M. 
T. C. facilities at Ft. Harrison are among 
the best in the United States. The per- 
manent brick installations consist of an 
administration building, ten mess halls 
and latrines, a camp dispensary, ex- 
change, three warehouses, officers’ mess 
and three officers’ latrines. Concrete tent 
floors are used throughout the camp. 

A brick open-air theatre was completed 
during August at an estimated cost of $7,- 
000. This theatre has a seating capacity 
of approximately 900 persons. In addi- 
tion, an open-air arena with a seating 
capacity of 2,250 persons, was constructed 
prior to the opening of the July camp. 








These two installations are sufficient ti 
accommodate the entire personnel of the 
camp at the exhibitions and performances 
which take place each night, during 
camp.

hostess. Mrs. Moore selected the talent 
from among the candidates, provided C08- 
tumes and in many ways contributed to 
the success of these shows.

Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have long been in favor of one dress 
uniform for Army officers to take the 
place of the present full dress, blue dress, 
special evening dress, and blue mess 
jacket uniforms. I would prefer it to be 
definitely of military appearance with 
standing collar, gold epaulets or shoulder 
knots, trimmings of gold or the color of 
the arm or service, and with dress belt 
and saber. However, the main thing is to 
get the uniform, regardless of details of 
design and thus end the present con- 
fusion. The present dress uniform for en- 
listed men should then be issued and 
required for certain duties and cere- 
monies as formerly. For officers of the 
cavalry the breeches formerly required as 
part of the dress uniform should be re- 
tained. The present dress cape to be re- 
tained also. 

It is thought that the appearance of 
the white dress uniform will be enhanced 
by the addition of dress belt and saber. 
Hooks to support the belt could be in- 
Serted in the dress uniform in the 
Service. Now that we have the new white 
dress uniform the white mess jacket 
should be abolished. 

Reserve officers with whom I have 
talked from 2nd Lieutenant to Colonel 
have been unanimously and enthusiasti- 
cally for the immediate adoption of a 
dress uniform to take the place of the 
present four different types of authorized 
blues. 

All sorts of people make up an army 
and among our best officers and men are 
those who take the traditional pride in a 
smart, military appearing dress uniform. 
All of these, whether Regular or Re- 
Servists, will welcome the change. 

This letter is written after consultation 
with representative Reserve officers who 
desire the change in the interest of 
morale, smart appearance, efficiency, and 
economy. The sooner we get the new 
dress uniform the better.

Bombing At Sea by Army Planes 


Hamilton Field, Calif.—The 7th Bom- 
bardment Group recently conducted a 
Group interception mission of a ship at 
sea, the ship intercepted being the U. 8. 
Army Transport, “Meigs.” 

The “Meigs’” position reports, as well 
as those of other ships, were plotted from 
data received over the teletype with the 
weather reports. From the plottings, the 
“Meigs” plot showed she would be at a 
good position on the morning of July 17 
for an interception problem. 

A war condition was assumed and the 
“Meigs” represented an enemy fleet ap- 
proaching our shores. The data received 
was supposedly transmitted by a friendly 
merchantman, a submarine, and an obser- 
vation airplane. 

At 8:30 A. M., the morning of July 17, 
the Group Commander ordered an air- 
plane from the 88th Observation Squad- 
ron (LRA) to take off and definitely 
locate the “Meigs.” The airplane from 
the 88th Squadron represented the whole 
squadron. 

At 9:30 A. M., the Group Commander 
ordered the Group to take off and inter- 
cept the “Meigs.” At the time of leaving 
the Golden Gate, the “Meigs” was 186 
miles out. 

The Group echeloned to the right and 
left of the navigation airplane and 
guided on it at all times except when the 
Navigator was taking a double drift. 

The “Meigs” was intercepted an hour 
and seven minutes after the Group left 
the Golden Gate. Smoke hombs and an 
aluminum “slick” were dropped from the 
Group Commander's airplane about a 
mile to the rear of the ship and the rest 
of the Group used these marks as 
reference points for bombing. One 100-1b. 
practice bomb was dropped from each air- 
plane. The Group then returned to 
Hamilton Field. 

Every safety precaution possible was 
used. All airplanes were carefully checked 
for life-preservers, water, etc., before take 
off. Three amphibians were to be used 
for rescue airplanes if need be. One 
amphibian airplane took off with the 
Group and flew but one hundred miles 
on the course followed by the Group. 
When the message that the “Meigs” had 
been intercepted was received at Hamil- 
ton Field the other two amphibians took 
off and started on the reciprocal course, 
followed by the Group on the way home. 
Position reports were sent back to the 
plotting room every fifteen minutes by the 
Jroup Commander and by the Navigators 
in the amphibians, times being staggered. 
These were immediately plotted and con- 
sequently, in event of a forced landing, 
the distance and course of a rescue air- 
plane from one forced down could be im- 
mediately determined. Two airplanes in 
each squadron were also designated as 
guard airplanes. These were to circle the 
airplane forced down to determine if life 
preservers, etc., were needed and were to 
act as guides for helping vessels or rescue 
airplanes. 

It is planned for the 7th Group to fly 
one of these interception missions at least 
once each month.

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MERCHANT MARINE 


Merchant Marine Personnel 

While the shipping industry and the 
nation awaits the results of the merchant 
marine act passed by the last congress 
and designed to build up the Merchant 
Marine through new construction and 
profitable operation, considerable thought 
is being given in informed shipping circles 
to a reformation and modernization of the 
personnel situation in the merchant 
lines. 

Along these lines the ARMY AND NAvy 
JourRNAL has received from an experi- 
enced and active merchant marine officer, 
who has had experience in the line of the 
Navy and who is at present master of a 
vessel in the North Atlantic trade the 
following interesting observations and 
conclusions on the situation : 

The passage of the Merchant Marine Act 
of 1936, with its emphasis on the value and 
necessity of the Merchant Marine as an ad- 
junct or auxiliary to the United States Navy 
has brought into the open a deplorabie con- 
dition of years standing, 


The two other arms of the maritime pro- 
the 


fession, the United States Navy and 
United States Coast Guard, have been, for 
years, accorded a definite technical status, 


and entry to an officers status in both these 
arms is contingent on the equivalent of a 
four years’ college or university course of 
technical training. Yet, according to our 
archaic navigation laws, a vessel twice the 
size of our largest battleship can be en- 
trusted to the command of a man without 
a day’s formal schooling and the holder of a 
certificate which really only certifies that he 
is capable of navigating his vessel from port 
to port. Lt is needless to observe that these 
men who are finally entrusted to command 
of our merchant ships are, by experience and 
knowledge, possessed of attainments far su- 
perior to the minimum required by our law. 

However, due to our archaic system of 
training, or rather, lack of system, these men 
cannot attain command until after the elapse 
of the most valuable years of their life. Also, 
in the last twenty-five years, the duties and 
requirements entailed by acceptance of com- 
mand have doubled, trebled and quadrupled, 
both mental and physical. 

Meanwhile, we endeavor, by law, statute, 
etc., to further overload these men entrusted 
to command and their juniors, entrusted to 
direction, by the imposition of Naval Re- 
serve duties and instructions, but make ab- 
solutely no provision for the technical educa- 
tion involved. Furthermore, we make no 
effort to facilitate the acquirement of tech- 
nical knowledge by aspirants to eventual 
comand or senior direction, but blandly pur- 
sue our set course and let these aspirants 
gather knowledge and experience when and 
where they may, in the blind hope that, when 
and if required, this system will supply any 
and all the officers required. Our experience 
in 1917 shows graphically how much depend- 
ence can be placed on such a system of train- 
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ing and procurement, 

The present accepted method of training 
for officers, (disregarding possible Naval Re- 
serve training) accepts the fact that potential 
officer material gets a start, at an early age 
and without suitable schooling, as an ordi- 
nary seaman or wiper, (if he can get a job) 
then puts in three or four years during which 
he acquires what information he can, (despite 
adverse conditions) and eventually sits for 
an examination for a certificate. If he attains 
this certificate, then he hopefully seeks some 
one who will take a chance on employing him 
for six months or a year, knowing that dur- 
ing that period, as an officer, the man will 
be a liability, not an asset, 

Naval strategy has, in the past two decades, 
developed to the point at which the capital 
and strictly naval vessel is useless without 
auxiliaries. In wartime, these auxiliaries are 
worse than useless unless manned by a prop- 
er personnel, 

These observations are, of course, axiomat- 
ic, but I believe that their occasional itera- 
tion can and will do no harm as the accept- 
ance of these facts logically leads us to the 
main, in fact only, point of this composition, 
viz., the establishment of a complete and self- 
contained system of instruction for person- 
nel, both officers and non-licensed, 

Therefore, I recommend the 
set-up: 
1—Establishment of a system of school ships 

under Federal control. 
2—Such school ships are to be of accepted 
modern design as passenger or freight 
vessels, not naval, and in cruising con- 
dition. 
Minimum capacities of school system to 
be three hundred engineers and three 
hundred deck cadets or students. 
4—Instruction to be practical. Naval Offi- 
cers to be used only on Naval Reserve 
training. 
5—Curriculum to be based principally on 
practical work and to be distributed over 

a three-year course and to include Naval 

Reserve training, equivalent to that em- 

bodied in the usual R. O. T, C. course in 

present accepted colleges. 

6—Aspirants to this instruction to be ap- 
pointed from cruising ships, on the Mas- 
ters recommendation, after a minimum 
service of six months afloat. 

7—Entry to this schooling to be by entrance 
examination, (plus the recommendation 
of the Master) examination to be equiv- 
alent to high school graduate in mathe- 
matics and science, 

8—Students to be paid by the Federal Gov- 
ernment at the rate ef $25.00 per month 
plus uniform or clothing allowance or 


following 


flat $50.00 per month without such al- 
lowance, 
%—Students, on graduation, to serve as 


cadets for minimum of 1 year at $50.00 
per month, then, on Masters’ recommen- 
dation, to sit for examination for license, 
(present Navigation Laws to be amended 
accordingly). 

10—Curriculum to be positive, not negative. 

11—Attainment of certificate to carry with it 
Commission in the United States Naval 
Reserve. 

12—-Marriage requirements similar to U. 8. 
Naval Academy, 

The above system is complete in itself but 
it fails to make any provision for procure- 
ment of material. Additionally, it concerns 


itself only with the preparation of officer 
material. It is the opinion of the writer that 
the non-licensed personnel of the vessel 


should be accorded the Naval Reserve status 
and required to maintain it. 

However, the writers experience is not suf- 
ficient to justify recommendation anent stat- 
us and training of non-licensed personnel, 
but regardless of the system of training 
adopted for this non-licensed personnel, a 
source of supply must be provided. 

Our present code of laws makes practically 
no provision for the training of new mate- 
rial. Yet RS 4509 contains and expresses 
specific authority for the indenture of ap- 
prentices. This law, however, contemplates 
the indenture of youths, to be released when 
they attain eighteen years of age. 

In my opinion, such system is archaic and 
inoperable under the present conditions and 
I believe the appended system of training is 
preferable, (the use of the designation ap- 
prentices or cadets is not recommended, under 
present conditions. A new designation should 
be evolved). 


Apprentices (?),—Deck and Engine De- 
partments. 

1—Minimum age, seventeen years. 
2—Should be indentured for six months. 


3—During indenture, to be paid $25.00 per 
month, but permitted to draw only fifty 
per cent of this. 

4—On indenture, warrantors deposit $150.00. 
Deposit returnable to warrantor on com- 
pletion of indenture, or returnable in 
full if apprentice is dismissed for in- 
aptitude before completion of full term 
of indenture. 

5—Applicants for indenture are not seamen, 








and do not sign articles. (Present U. 8S. 
laws to be modified, if necessary, to per- 
mit this procedure.) 

6—On completion of indenture, boys will 
be available for promotion to ordinary 
seamen or wiper, or, if equivalent to 
high school graduate, will be 
for appointment to school ships.

Philippine Defense Plan 


(Following is the third installment of 
the text of Maj. Gen. Douglas Mac- 
irthue’s “Report on National Defense 
in the Philippines” in which as Military 
jdvixor to the Philippine President he 
presents his plan for making the islands 
defensively impregnable, ) 


Philippine Appreciation of Defensive Needs 
and Creation of the American Military 
Mission 


When it became evident in 1934 that 
the installation of a Commonwealth Gov- 
emment would take place during 1935, 
preliminary steps were taken by Filipino 
leaders to provide for establishing an ap- 
plicable National Defense System. By 
the following letter. the President of the 
Philippine Senate requested from the 
American Government the use of a Mili- 
wary Mission: 


Washington, D. C., 
November 19, 1954. 
fhe Honorable, 
The Secretary of War. 
Dear Mr. Secretary: 

The progress of in the Philippine 
Islands assures the establishment there of a 
Commonwealth Government during the com 
ing calendar year. One of the most pressing 
responsibilities that will coincidently devolve 
upon the new government will be the initia 
tion and development of a sound national de 
fense system accurately adjusted to the stra 
tegic situation and defensive needs of the 
Islands. It is of the most urgent importance 
that this system reach a state of reasonable 
eficlency before the time arrives when, under 
isting conventions, the protection of the 
Cnited States shall have been completely 
withdrawn, From that time onward existence 
of an adequate defense for the Philippines 
will a powerful influence in’ preserving 
pace in that region, since, even should inter 
wtional treaties for neutralization of the Is 
ands consumated, pronounced weakness 
will encourage disorders and invite aggres 
sion, Obviously the new nation’s military 
policy, both by inclination and compulsion, 
will be purely defensive, but its defenses must 
onmand respect No question incident to 
the establishment of the new government con 
cerns me more than does this one. 

The difficulties to overcome are many 
id important, since under the assurance of 
protection heretofore furnished by the United 
States sovereignty, the Insular Government 
self has maintained no military establish 
went other than the relatively small Philip 
pine Constabulary, of which the primary mis 
‘on is the preservation of internal order. The 
lefense system to be developed must, there 
fore, pass successively through all stages from 
onception, adoption, and preliminary organ 
wtion, to tinal fruition. The task in 
which the Insular Government must have, for 
A period of at least five or six years, the 
friendly counsel and exelusive use of profes 
‘onally trained military leaders of wide ex 
perience,

To obtain this trained assistance the new 
evernment will naturally hope to depend 
tpon the United States. Under special author 
dition the Insular Government has been per 
uitted for many years to utilize selected offi 
ersof the American Army in the development 
id training of the Philippine Constabulary.

This letter met with sympathetic con 
sideration in Washington and resulted in 
the enactment of the desired legislation. 
Thereafter, upon mutual agreement be- 
tween President Roosevelt and President 
elect Quezon, | was detailed to the post 
of Military Adviser to the Common- 
wealth, the appointment to become effec 
tive upon the inauguration of the new 
yovernment and upon my relief as Chief 
of StafY of the American Army. | im 
mediately selected several officers of the 
American Army to serve as my assistants 
and with them began the development of 
a defense plan applicable to Philippine 
requirements. 


Principles Underlying Philippine Defense 
Plan 

By the time the new government was 
inaugurated, the plan, in all essential de 
tail, was ready for submission. It was 
firmly based upon considerations which 
were approved by the President and his 
council of National Defense, and by him 
explained to the National Assembly in a 
message from which the following is ex 
tracted: 

In my opinion this plan reflects the lessons 
of history, the conclusions of acknowledged 
inasters of warfare and of statesmanship, and 
the sentiments and aspirations of the Filipino 
people. Tt founded upon enduring prin 
ciples that are fundamental to any plan ap 
plicable to our needs. 

The first of these principles is that every 
citizen is obligated to the nation's defense. 
All individual and national resources may be 
used by the State in the interest of self 
preservation, No man has the inalienable 
right to enjoy the privileges and opportunities 
conferred upon him by free institutions unless 
he simultaneously acknowledges his duty 
defend with his life and with his property 
the government through which he acquires 
these opportunities and these privileges. To 
deny this individual responsibility is to re 
ject the whole theory of democratic govern 
nent. 

This principle knows no limitation of time 
or condition. It is effective in war, in peace, 
and for as long as the nation shall endure, 
Impelled by cogent reasons | propose its 
specific application to our peace time task of 
preparation, by requiring every citizen of 
suitable age and physique to undergo military 
training as an obligation to the State 

The ultimate bulwark of liberty is the readi 
ness of free citizens to sacrifice themselves in 
defense of that Where this spirit) has 
been inculeated through generations and has 
become embedded in the public consciousness, 
nations have been strong, virile, prosperous 
and stable. Where citizens have grown neg 
lectful of this individual obligation, especially 
where they have sought to deny its validity, 
the result has been decadence, weakness, pov 
erty and destruction.

conquest of this nation cannot be accom 
plished short of its utter destruction, and 
that that destruction would involve such stag- 


gering cost to an aggressor, both in blood 
and gold, that even the boldest and the 
strongest will unerringly mark the folly of 


such an undertaking, 

The next principle to which I hold is the 
insistent need for current and future econ 
omy. Although there are no costs of peace 
comparable to those that would surely follow 
defeat in war, it is nevertheless incumbent 
upon the government to avoid every unneces 
sury expenditure. During the three centuries 
of Philippine history as a dependency, there 
have been largely lifted from our shoulders 
the burdens incident to sovereignty, particu 
larly those of providing for our own protec 
tion. These burdens our people now gladly 
accept, They stand ready to pay the cost, 
whatever it may be, of assuring the perma 
nent security and integrity of the homeland, 
But, for us in the government ,te permit this 
cost to exceed the minimum demanded by the 
purpose that we seek, would be an inexcus 
able blunder and a betrayal of the trust re 
posed in us, 

The need for minimizing expense not only 





requires the utmost efficiency in details; it 
clearly indicates the basic character of the 
defensive establishment we must devise. Spe 
cifically, it precludes, for the present at least, 
the development of a battle fleet. Naval 
strength is expressed principally in terms of 
lighting ships, each of which, even in the 
sinall and auxiliary categories, can be pro 
duced only at tremendous cost. It is mani 


festly impossible, in the current state of our 
economic development, to acquire a fleet that 
could offer even partially effective resistance 
to any existing navy worthy of the name. 

One desirable effect of a decision to forego 
the construction of a battle fleet will be to 
emphasize the passively defensive character 
of our military establishment, The existence 
of a powerful navy inherently implies a pos 
sibility of aggressive intent, since only with 
strong naval suppert could an army hope to 
invade the territory of an overseas enemy 
Consequently, as an island nation, our lack 
of power will confirm before the world 
our earnest intent to develop an army solely 
for defensive purposes, 

Another fundamental principle is the neces 
sity for a gradual rather than sudden growth 
of the required defense establishment, Con 
siderations of economy and efficiency preclude 
an immediate and complete organization of a 
force of the necessary eventual strength, <A 
modern army is a complex organism, and its 
defensive power is not measured solely by the 
number of its soldiers, Suitable armament, 
proper organization, professional technique 
und skill, applicable tactical doctrine and, 
ahove all, trained leadership are the very soul 
of an army's combat) efficiency. Lowever 
lavish may be expenditure, these things can 
not be instantly acquired. They are brought 
about only through thoughtful, painstaking 
and persistent effort, intelligently directed, 
Progress in these fields will determine the 
rate at which the whole development, includ 
ing in personnel strength, may 
logically and efficiently proceed, 

Nevertheless, it is imperative that our plates

The essential elements of our defensive sys- 
tem will in time become more clearly crystal- 
lized and definitely moulded to the needs of 
the nation. Then it will be time for the Na 
tional Assembly to enact legislation in such 
detail as it may deem desirable. 

But though details of design in the super 
structure of defense should, at least for the 
present, be charged to the Chief Executive, 
the Assembly must retain the responsibility 
of assuring the soundness of its foundations. 
It is not only the prerogative but the duty 
of the Legislative Department to evolve and 
to preseribe the broad policies that are to 
control progress in this critically Important 
task, Likewise it is a function of the Legisla 
tive body to bestow specitie authorization and 
to provide the funds essential to the purpose 
it seeks, Supported by such authority and 
guided by these policies, the Chief Executive 
will enabled to proceed contidently and 
expeditiously toward the accomplishment of 
the Legislative intent, 

The Defense Law 

The National Assembly promptly in- 
corporated into legislation the essential 
provisions of the plan as submitted to the 
President, and by him to the Legislative 
body. The law was designated the Na- 
tional Defense Act, and was approved by 
the President on Dee, 21, 1985. 

The Act places upon the military estab- 
lishment the responsibility, under the 
President as Commander-in-Chief, not 
only of organizing, training, and’ main 


be 


taining an Army to insure protection 
against foreign aggression, but also of 
performing all those functions of in 


ternal police that were formerly carried 
out by the Philippine Constabulary. 

The law outlines a National Defense 
policy, a territorial and administrative 
organization, the methods to be followed 
in giving essential military training to 
citizens and for selecting them for ser- 
vice and, within the limits so prescribed, 
charges the President with the responsi 
bility for such details of training, organi 
zition, and maintenance as are necessary 
to attain the objective of national se- 
curity. 

In direct control of the whole military 
establishment, under the immediate 
supervision of the President, is the Chief 
of Staff. Ie assisted by a General 
Staff and by Chiefs ofthe several 
Services and Among these as 
sistants is the Provost Marshal General 
who in direct charge of all national 
police work heretofore performed by the 
Constabulary, and of the processes of 
registering and inducting individuals into 
the military service in accordance with 
law,
